MR. BRYAN’S STATEMENT. 

“The reports are wholly untrue.” sald 
Mr. Bryan. “I can account for thetr circu- 
lation only by the fact that it wil! be nec- 
essary for us to have a class studying and 
another reciting in the same room at the 
same time. 

“That ig done, however, in most of the 
high schools of the country, and in the 
present crowded condition of the schools 
here it is hecessary.”’ 

Asked as to the capacity of the High 
School byilding since the changes and im- 
provements have been made Mr. Bryan re- 
plied: *“‘The building as originally construct- 
ed had accommodations for about 1:00 pu- 
pils. Then it was not intended that the 
first floor should be used as class recms 
The first floor has, however, been altered 
and arranged for class rooms and other 
rooms have been divided and altered, and 
now I think we can accommodate abcut 
2500 pupils.” 

Mr. Bryan declined to hazard a guess as 
to the number of applications for enro!!- 
ment to the High School, which had been 
made during the early part of the day. He 
admitted, however, that the demand for 
admission Rad been very large. Early re- 
poss from all the schools tended to show 
hat all past records would be broken and 
the schools taxed to their utmost capacity 
to accommodate the pupils wishing to at-

Jury Commissioner Weinbrenner an- 
nounces that for 20 days beginnifg Tues- 
day morning he will receive applications of 
persons who desire exemption from jury 
service. 

He had not appointed any extra clerks 


to handle these applications, for the rea- 
son that he expects very few of them. 
Of the 39,500 persons on the Weinbrenner 
list, only 16 applied for exemption last 
year. The same list*is in vogue for the 
ensuing year, and the commissioner thinks 
it possible that the applications for exemp- 
tion will be even fewer in number. 

The applications of 15 of the 16 were 
granted last year. ° Six were excused for 
defective hearing, four for physical disa- 
bility, three because they were members 
of the National Guard, one because he 
could not read and write and one because 
he was a nonresident. 

The law exempts from jury duty all cler- 
Zymen, physicians, lawyers and dentists 
actually practicing their respective profes- 
sions, all members ot the United States 
Army or the National Guard, all federal, 
state or municipal office-holders, all per- 
sons who cannot read and write and all 
persons mentally lacking. 

It also exempts all school teachers, all 
ferry-keepers, all persons in charge of 
flour mills and all persons connected with 
the handling of trains.

E Here, Forgotten for Centuries,, Human Life: Once 
Teemed, Dynasties, States and Religions 
Rose and Fell, 
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WONDERFUL ARCHITECT

NEWPORT, Aug. 30.—Baron Max Oppen- 
heim, the German diplomat and traveler, is 
Spending the summer here, resting after 
@rduous labors and exciting adventures, 
and incidentally revising the proofs of forth- 
Coming .volumes of travels. 

Baron.Oppenheim’s fame as an explorer 
has been won in four or five expeditions 
into Africa and Arabia. Concerning vast 
regions in Syria and Mesopotamia in par- 
ticular, he is the sole living authority, be- 
tng the only European who has penetrated 
them sinceythe decay of the cities and states 
that once ered them. 

Baron Oppenheim’s last expedition was 
particularly fruitful in results of human 
@nd archeological interest. A preliminary 
Teport upon them has been made to the 
German Royal Geographical Society, but 
the full account is not yet ready for pub- 
Heation. We have, however, by the cour- 
tesy of Baron Von Oppenheim, been ac- 
quainted with many most interesting hith- 
erto unpublished facts concerning it—one 
of the most Important exploring expeditions 
of recent years. 

This journey, which occupied seven 
months’ travel in a country hitherto abso- 
lutely unknown to the civilized world, was 
made especially -to throw light upon the 
character of the eastern Syrian desert and 
Upper Mesopotamia, never before touched 
by exploration, but supposed to consist 
merely of uninteresting extensions of the 
Sreat Arabian desert, and to be a region

pher and photographer and 20 pack animals, 
camels or mules. In certain portions of the 
journey an escort of Bedouins was also 
taken. 

The journey was marked very great 
labors and fatigues, in some stages by 
great suffering from lack of water, and by 
almost constant danger from Arab ma- 
rauders, It was only by means here 
show-off once, coupling with threats, and 
then of diplomacy that the travelers were 
able to proceed. They had frequently to 
repel attack at one stage, being assalled 
eight times in the course of three days. 

While in the Tektek mountains, a region 
never before touched by European feet, 
Baron Oppenheim's pack animals were pois- 
oned by profusedly friendly Bedouins, all 
but four of the beasts dying. The Baron 
thereupon divided his caravan, determining 
to push on swiftly with a few horsemen 
through a country he. especially was anx- 
jous to explore. His party was treacher- 
ously misguided, and soon found itself far 
from the rendezvous, and out of food. The 
baron and his companions were compelled 
to exist three days without food of any 
sort and with only the most miserable, 
brackish and scanty water, and constantly 
expecting attack. 

During these thre days, nevertheless, the 
baron continued his work, photographing, 
measuring and making memoranda, copy- 
ing inscriptions by day, and by night sleep- 
ing on the monuments. 

On the third’ day horsemen were descried, 
and proved to be a- detachment sent out 
from the caravan. 


CITY HEWN OUT OF STONE. 


This party, however, had itself consumed 
the food it was bringing to the explorers, 
and it was necessary to push on six hours, 
riding before the caravan, which meantime 
had given up the baron and his companions 
for dead, was reachéd. It was in the Tek- 
tek Mountains that a town, the houses of 
which were of most peculiar construction 
arrested attention. It was a city partly 
excavated out of the solid rock and partly 
(built) out of stone above the surface. The 
subterranean sections of these abodes, as 
well as the parts above ground, were 
adorned with elaborate sculpture, occasion- 
ally ef a high development. ‘Nothing like 
this city has before been discovered any- 
where on earth. The population of the 
place was probably 20,000, and the entire 
architecture, domestic and public, was of 
this peculiar description. No inscriptions 
were found here, and yet no conjecture is 
ventured as to the date of the construc- 
tion nor as to the character of the people 
who inhabited it. 

Baron Oppenheim thinks it possible that 
refuge from the heat was one object sought 
by the subterranean builders, safety, per- 
haps, another. | 

Every fw miles; while in this region, the 
party would come upon remains of castles, 
churches and clusters of houses, generally 
in ruins, but sometimes standing as if 
abandoned but yesterday. 

Basilicas were so well preserved that 
nave, aisies and apse were easily distin- 
guighable. 
debris which when examined proved to be 
Stones of early Christian churches, some 
of them marked with the dross. Great cas- 
tles built by the crusades were frequently 
almost intact, 


Kut the remains of still oarlier times were 
equally abundant, if further advanced in 
dilapidation. Here were witnesses to the 
occupaiton of the Jand by the Greeks— 
mosaics, art works, inscriptions in Helicnie, 
while .Assyrian inscriptions and Babylo- 
nian relics spoke of times the most remote. 
Frequent evidences of aqueducts were 
seen, many cisterns and traces of canals 
found. For many successive miles the 
journey would be a continuous progress 
amidst ruins. The areas‘shown by Baron 
Oppenheim to have been the chief seats 
of the civilizations now brought to light 
lie between the headwaters of the ‘Tigris’ 
and the Buphrates river, or more particu- 
larly between two affluents of the Eu- 
phrates, the Belich andthe Chabur rivers, 
the discoveries made by Layard, Sayce and 
other Assyriologists were much further to 
the north and east. It was in a hill known 
as Tel Halaf on the’ banks of the Chabur, 
that the point of culminating interest was 
reached. 

It seems that the baron’s Bedouin friends 
brought strange reports to him of this lo- 
cality epringing out of the circumstance 
ihat one of their number had dug 4nto the 
hill in the filial act of burying his. father. 
The singular character of the debris which 
he disturbed, the curlously cut stones that 
came to light, the terrifying heads of beasts 
and men that presently appeared fright- 
ened the poor fellow away. The father 
was buried in another spet. Curiously 
enough this episode led to one of Baron 
Oppenheim's most interesting discoveries. 


THE SEAT OF POWER. 


An attack on the hill was immediately 
begun, and a very short time’ sufficed to 
thrill the investigators with the certainty 
that they were on the verge of a great dis- 
covery. In fact, the results of the excava- 
tion, although naturally it cpuld be car- 
ried but a little way, were of ‘the most ex- 
treme importance. 

Three shafte were sunk, and it was made 
clear beyond doubt that here was the ruin, 
still marvelously preserved, of the King 
who ruled over a circuit of cities before 
Nineveh waa founded. Here was the seat 
of power long antedating that of Assur- 
banipal; of a civilization more antique than 
any of which vestiges have yet been un- 
earthed in the Assyrian plains. It was, in 
fact, the palace of a king of the Mitanni, 
one of the Hittite people, to whom so many 
mysterious references are made in the an- 
elent inscriptions elsewhere brought to light 
but ef whem no undoubted remains have 
ever before been found. , 
The first excavation lay bare the support- 
ing wall of a gate of the palace, curiously 
jeculptured. On one stone ts carved 4 pac- 
ing lien. On another is a very remarkable 
king or god, perhaps the allegorica: figure 
of the God of the Munt. holding in his right 
hand the hide of a slain beast, in the left, 
a club or javelin. The figure stands en

But the find most interesting of all was 
the figure of a Goddess, laid bare by the 
last excavation made. It is a bust, three 
times the human size, mounted on a column 
into which it passes with an ease and nat- 
uralness sought in vain by later sculptors 
who attempt this form.

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Army, Seventy Thousand Strong, 
Whose Soldiers Were Tinier Than 
Those of the Labor Day Pa- 
raders Took Up Their 
March to Learning.

Yesterday was Labor Day. I saw thou- 
sands of men marched through the streets. 
Today is School Day, and I have seen an- 
other army, 70,000 strong. But the feet that 
tread our streets today are tinier, the 
hands that carry the accoutrétments of to- 
day's soldiers are smaller, the soldiers 
themselves are not so large. But their 
cause, that is great. 

The army of today is made up of the 
children going to school.

Sylvester Murphy Murdered 
in His Home Near 
Litchfield. 


SHOT THROUGH A WINDOW 


DEED COMMITTED AT 8 O’CLOCEK 
MONDAY EVENING.

LITCHFIELD, Il., sept. 2.—Bloodhounds 
have failed to trace the murderer of Syl- 
vester Murphy, a wealthy stock raiser, who 
was shot, and killed in his home near this 
city last night. : 

The murder, which has startled the com- 
munity, is an utter mystery. So far as is 
Known the authorities suspect no one, and 
no motive for the erime has been brought 
to light. 

Mr. Murphy lived in a handsome farm- 
house three-quarters of a mile northwest 
of Litehfield. He owned 240 acres of land 
there, 100 acres in Montgomery County and 
10 acres In Texas. He had refused an ofter 
ef £105,000 Yor one of his farms. 

On account of his wealth and prominence 
a8 a land owner, he was a man of conse- 
quence in this community, though he led a 
very quiet life, attending strictly to his 
own business. 

Mrs. Murphy, the only person in the 
house ‘with him... says that at about 10 
o'clock Monday night she heard a guashot 
and a heavy fall in an adjoining room, 
where Mr. Murphy. a few minutes before, 
had tain down upon a sofa. 

She rushed into the room and found her 
husband dead vpon the floor. He hed 
arisen, apparently, and taken two or three 
steps after he was shot. 

A shotgun wis the weapon used. 
Murphy's left arm, at the shoulder. 
mangled by the shot, some of which 
penetrated vital points. 

Mr Murphy gave the alarm to the near- 
est neighbor, a quarter cf a mile away, 
and within two hours 30 persons had gath- 
ered about the house.

HOW TO MAKE CHOP SUEY. 


The chop suey fad .has struck New York 
society, and this national dish of the 
Chinese now appears on the menu of many 
a fashionable dinner in a private house, to 
say nothing of those in big hotels and clubs. 
This is the best recipe, and was given me 
by a Chinese cook of high repu tion: 

One pound of moderately lean, fresh 
pork, cut into pieces a quarter of an inch 
thick, a half an inch wide, and an inch 
long: two chicken ljyers, chepped up to the 
size of dice, two chicken gizzards, cut into 
slices the size of a nickel, and each ring 
pinked with the lines almost meeting in 
the center. The heat of cooking causes the 
fibers to shrink, and converts the circle into 
a many-pointed star. A quarter of a pound 
of celery cut into slivers, a quarter of a 
pound of canned mushrooms, ahd a quarter 
of a pound of green peas, chopped string 
beans, asparagus tips, bean sprouts, or 
salsify. These are thrown into a frying 
pan over a hot fire, covered with a cup of 
water, four tablespoons of peanut oil, olive 
oil, or melted butter, a tablespoonful of 
chopped onion, half a clove of garlic, grated 
salt, white pepper and fed pepper. 

If the fire is hot enough, these will cook 
in five minutes. The contents of the pan 
should be stirred to prevent burning, and 
the moment the water boils out, fresh 
water should be added in smal! quantities, 
to prevent frying. The dish should be served 
promptly, and is not. palatable, but 
wholesome and easily’ digested. In 
place of pork, mutton can be employed, 
white chicken liver and gisgzard can be re- 
placed by those of turkey. Some Chinese 
cooks use the Indian soy, which is sweeter. 
The effect can be imitated by adding a tea- 
spoonful of Worcestershire sauce and an- 
other of brown sugar or a teaspoonful of 
S| molasses.
